A new judge and new solicitor 


for the Fulton criminal court were | 


appointed yesterday by Governor 
Rivers, shortly after the legisla- 
ture had enacted a bill creating 


another division of the court and 
had also adopted bills increasing 
the mayor’s salary and extending 
terms of city officials to eliminate 
a city election this year. 

John S. McClelland, solicitor of 
the criminal court for 12 years, 
was named to the newly created 
judgeship, and Bond Almond, as- 
sistant city attorney and former 
member of the house of represent- 
atives from Fulton county, was 
appointed solicitor of the two 
criminal court divisions. 

Judge Jesse M. Wood, veteran 
jurist, will act as senior judge of 
the criminal court. 

Six-Year Court Term. 

Governor Rivers, in the pres- 
ence of Fulton representatives, 
signed into law the bill creating 
the additional criminal court di- 
vision yesterday afternoon, imme- 
diately naming the two well- 
known Atlantans. to the posts. 

McClelland was out of the city, 
so the Governor announced he 
will swear both the judge and the 
new solicitor into office Monday 
or Tuesday. 

The new judge will have aterm 
'of six years, while Almand will 
seive out the remaining two years 
of McClelland’s tenure. Both will 
have salaries of $9,000 a year. 

Almand and Judge Wood will 
come up for re-election at the 
same time in 1940.

Chairman Wilmer Lanier, of a 
special house economy committee,

The Richmond county legislator, 
who has directed investigation of 
the department, said he believed 
salaries and administration costs 
of assistance to the aged, depend- 
ent children and needy blind “are 
out of line” with other depart- 
ments. He predicted if the gen- 
eral assembly found it impossible 
to meet the cost of the present 
program, it would “cut out public 
assistance before letting the 
schools close.” 

Lanier’s statement came as the 
climax of events Thursday and 
yesterday in which the state wel- 
fare board accused former Direc- 
tor Lamar Murdaugh of failing to 
co-operate with the board, and 
Murdaugh replied with a blanket 
denial of all charges.

Murdaugh, in a lengthy state- 
ment to the committee, insisted he 
had sought to follow the letter 
of the law in setting up the de- 
partment and “assiduously courted 
co-operation of the State Board of 
Welfare.”

COLUMBUS-T0-SEA 
SERVICE RENEWED 


First Cargo in 15 Years 
To Arrive Tomorrow; 
Better Channel Sought. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Feb. 17.— 
River freight service between this 
city and the Gulf of Mexico will 
be re-established Sunday after 
a 15-year lapse with the arrival 
of the towboat “Barbara Hunt” 
hauling a cargo of 150,000 gallons 
of gasoline. 

An elaborate program of wel- 
come is planned for the vessel and 
its pilot, Captain S. C. Cameron, 
now en route here from New Or- 
leans, with James W. Woodruff, 
chairman of the waterway commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
in charge of arrangements. 

Conincident with the announce- 
ment of plans for the reception, 
it was learned that two additional 
boats have been purchased by Co- 
lumbus businessmen at a cost of 
approximately $20,000. 

The “Barabara Ann” was re- 
cently purchased in St. Louis, 
making the trip down the Missis- 
sippi where it picked up the gaso- 
line cargo consigned to a local oil 
company. It is soon to be renamed 
“City of Columbus.” 

With the possibility of having 
three boats in regular commercial 
service between Columbus and 
New Orleans, plans are going for- 
ward steadily for improving the 
Chattahoochee waterway and pro- 
viding a permanent nine-foot 
channel the year around. 

Government engineering offi- 
cers at New Orleans this week 
announced tentative approval of 
the project which calls for the 
construction of a series of dams 
and locks. This would make pos- 
sible a channel depth approxi- 


mately twice that now available. |

Orders have been issued to 
all officers to make cases against 
any and all persons caught violat- 
ing the ‘jaywalking’ ordinance, 
and this department is going to 
see that each offender is prosecut- 
ed in court.” 

Captain Malcom pointed out that 
of seven traffic deaths occurring so 
far this year, four have been of 
‘Saywalkers.” More than a third 
of the deaths recorded last year 
were attributed to pedestrians 
crossing in the middle of the block, 
he said. 

To aid footmen and motorcycle 
officers in the campaign, a second 
“Voice of Safety” car will be 
placed in service today, augment- 
ing a similar machine which went 
into service when the safety cam-

President Roosevelt, at a

Air Chief Protests.

Geheral H. H., Arnold, chief of the 
army air corps.

Of Site of Burnside Bridge Battle 


Tract Will Be Presented to Federal Government for De- 
velopment; Was Defended by Toombs and State 
Regiments Against Vicious Attack. 


Recognition of a Georgia gen-| 
eral’s courage during one of the) 
bloodiest battles of the War Be-| 
tween the States features in the | 


recent purchase of land at Sharps- | 
burg, Md., by the Washington | 
County Historical Society. | 

General Robert Toombs and his | 
Georgia regiments fighting on/| 
September 17, 1862, in the Battle | 
of Burnside Bridge defended for 
four hours the bridge against Gen-| 
eral Burnside’s Ninth Army corps 
which occupied a position on a 
ridge east of the bridge. 

The tract of land bought by the | 
Washington County Historical So- 
ciety is indelibly associated with 
the Battle of Burnside Bridge. 
This siege, because of the death- 
less courage of the men who 
fought and died there, is immor- 
talized in all the histories of the 
War Between the States. The 


Georgia general and his men oc- 
cupied a position on a wooded 
ridge of this tract immediately 
west of the bridge. 

The battle was a part of the 
warfare which raged at Antietam. 
It is widely believed that had 


| Burnside captured the bridge in 


forenoon hours, the War Between 
the States might have ended at 
Antietam. For pre-eminence in 
destruction of human life, the bat- 
tle for the. possession of the bridge, 
key to General Lee’s right wing, 
vied with that of Bloody Lane. 
There are 136 acres in the bat-

“But on November 11, 1918, 
when the American soldiers crawl- 
ed out of the mud, with the slain 
bodies of their comrades still in 
their mind’s eye, with the cries of 
the wounded still ringing in their 
ears, with the horrors of war still 
fresh with them, they did not feel 
they had fought in vain. They felt 
they had fought for 130,000,000 
American people and most of them 
know today they had done just 
that.” 

Colonel Axton said the United 
States had survived because it has 
in its possession the five princi- 
pal assets of civilization—a train- 
ed citizenship, religious liberty, 
observance of the Sabbath, pro- 
tection of property riggts, and 
preservation of the family as the 
unit of society. 

Must Bolt Doors. 

“Civilization has been wrought 
out of conflict,” he said. “Truth, 
honor and purity must never be 
sacrificed, even though it be nec- 
essary, in order to avoid the sac- 
rifice, to suffer ourselves or in- 
flict suffering on others. 

“The wish for universal peace 
is altogether fine, the determina- 
tion to do nothing that will pro- 
voke discord or war is finer still, 
but that nation that does not take

Foreign Minister Hachiro Arita 
replied to Grew in the same man- 
ner as he had to similar questions 
within a few days from the French 
and British ambassadors, Charles 
Arsene Henry and Sir Robert 
Leslie Craigie. 

His reply was that occupation of 
the island, 750 miles west of the 
Phillipines, was “intended to 
strenthen the Japanese blockade 
of the south China coast and is not 


going beyond requirements of mil- | 


itary necessity.” 

(In Washington a state depart- 
ment official said that Grew acted 
on state department instructions 
and that his inquiry was to be 
of a political nature, concerned 
only with Japan's designs in the 
Orient as connected with Hainan, 
not with the status of Americans 
on the island. 

(Undersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles said Grew reported he had 
received a petition of former 
statements that Japan has no ter- 
ritorial ambitions in China and 
that her occupation of Hainan 
would not go beyond military 
necessities. 

(The United States destroyer 
John D, Edwards’ returned to 
Hongkong from Hainan today with 
confirmation of radio reports that 
all Americans were safe at Hoi- 
how and Kiungchow, two. cities 
occupied last week.) 

The foreign office spokesman 
said American interests on the 
island, 150 miles from French In- 
do-China, and on Britain’s vital 
route between Hongkong and Sing- 
apore, were chiefly missionary en- 
terprises, including eight schools, 
three hospitals and three churches. 

A Domei (Japanese news 
agency) dispatch at the same time 
reported Japan was opening a 
consulate general on Hainan, a 
move that was interpreted as in- 
dication Japan intended to make 
the occupation an extended one. 

Unconfirmed reports said France 
was unwilling to accept the Japa- 
nese reply and had expressed dis- 
satisfaction to the foreign office.

Even the most sanguine cannot look across 
the face of the war map today without fear. 
' Seemingly innocent and innocuous activities 
take on ominous significance when fitted into 
the world pattern, and the present lull becomes 
deafening with import. 

Munich was but the first blast of the storm, 
followed by the quiet of the center of a hur- 
ricane. That center may be expected to remain 

until the Spanish war has ended and a new 
pope has been elected by the cardinals of the 
Catholic church. Then will the shifting.of the 
pawns be completed and the showdown im- 
minent. There is little, if any, hope it can be 
longer delayed. 

For some months it was felt that the council 
table might avert the gathering catastrophe. 
It seemed, almost, that the nations of Europe 
had sheathed the sword. But over the last two 
weeks has come well-authenticated information, 
not connected to the casual eye, that belies that 
hope. 

First, Germany is quietly mobilizing a field 
army of more than a million men. The Nazi 
chiefs are not preparing, as they have before, 
with a fanfare of publicity. It is a mobiliza- 
tion conducted with all the secrecy possible, 
but such large scale movements naturally can- 
not be withheld for long. German citizens in 
bordering countries are being called home to 
fill the gaps left by the mobilization, labor is 
being recruited under war-time regulations for 
necessary government work and women are be- 
ing sent in ever-increasing numbers to the 
farms under conscription instead of under the 
usual voluntary enlistment. Most observers 
agree that these preparations will be completed 
by March 6. 

Italy has publicly announced that troops 
are being called to the colors and the announce- 
ment was made under circumstances that would 
indicate its extent is far beyond that revealed 
by the government. The death of Pope Pius 
Silenced the agitation against France, but it 
did not stop the movement of the large forces 
to Libya. And there have been strong hints 
that the Spanish Insurgent Generalissimo Fran- 
co has made Italy some very definite promises 
which Rome expects to be carried out. Gayda 
significar‘ly said, recently, that it was incon- 
ceivable that Spain would act as France did, 
referring to the secret treaty under which Italy 
entered the World War. It is not improbable 
Franco has promised to cede the Balearic Island 
group and Spanish Morocco, either in whole or 
in part, to Il Duce. Since Spanish Morocco is 
simply a leasehold from France, and its strategic 
position is so vital, the results of such a move 
are fraught with far more danger than any 
other factor in the European picture. 

That Britain and France have taken cog- 
nizance of these dangers is evidenced in the 
mobilization of both the Home and Mediter- 
ranean fleets of England and the bulk of the 
French navy in the eastern area of the tideless 
sea. In addition, the French have quietly pre- 
pared for home mobilization of the army within 
24 hours. Even little Netherlands is ready. 

Far across the world, in the Far East, Japan 
is making moves which are no less disconcerting 
because of their distance. The China war has 
been more or less frozen and the bulk of men 
under arms is rapidly being transferred to the 
northern part of China and to the Siberian 
border. Hainan Island has been seized, with its 
fine harbor and its strategic position in relation 
to French Indo-China, Singapore and the 
Philippines. While this last might be construed 
as merely a part of the “squeeze” technique 
used alternatively in Europe and Asia by the 
aggressor nations, the activity along the Si- 
berian border would indicate it is far more seri- 
ous, and that the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis hopes 
to immobilize Russia in Europe by aggression 
in the Far East. 

The Western Hemisphere enters into the 
picture with the reduction by Argentina of 
American imports. It is indicated here that 
Great Britain has stepped up its purchases from 
‘Argentina far beyond normal needs and has 
placed pressure on that country to accept more 
goods of English manufacture in return. Britain 
purchases from Argentina its meats and grains;

her main sources of foodstuffs.

THE SHARP TONGUE GROWS SHARPER 

‘Within recent years, both at home and 
abroad, spleen and invective frequently have 
been substituted and often mistaken for what 
was once known among intelligent people as 
“clever repartee.” This change has taken place 
concurrently with the substituting, by certain 
types of entertainers, of “wise cracks” and 
“gags” for real humor. 

Many of the present day debaters on matters 
of importance seek to cleave their opponents in 
twain with the sharp tongue, rather than to 
destroy their arguments with the more deft tool 
of logic. One need not attempt to examine the 
always “perfect” Japanese viewpoint, or the 
tiresome German bluster, or the unflagging 
Italian braggadocio for an example. Although 
it is well known that much of the “logic” ema- 
nating from the three points of this totalitarian 
triangle is the sheerest invective, it is also well 
known there is no such thing as a foreign mo- 
nopoly on spleen. 

In the United States a number of reputa- 
tions for debating have been built entirely upon 
the ability to crack down, at the proper time, 
with an invective ax handle—designed to de- 
stroy the character of the opponent, rather than 
the force of his argument. 

There have been many discussions on the 
air and in the press when each debater sought 
to smother his opponent with a load of verbal 
material scraped up from the gutter. One 
searched in vain among this vast collection of 
invective for a bit of adroitness—for a scrap of 
that delightful disarming logic once classified 
and respected by the old timers as clever rep- 
artee. The chief effect, if any, has been the 
tendency to dull the sensibilities of the audi- 
ence. This naturally has called for a greater 
effort on the part of the debaters, but they al- 
Ways seem able to descend, with the greatest 
of ease, to the desired level. 

“A sharp tongue,” as Washington Irving 
once said, “is the only edged tool that grows 
keener with constant use.” 


ATLANTA AND THE AIR 

With final approval of the extension of the 
route of Eastern Airlines from Houston to San 
Antonio and Brownsville, Atlanta is again con- 
fronted with the necessity of enlarging the mu- 
nicipal airport at Candler field and for transfer 
of private flying activities to a second port. 

The approval by the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority means the air line can proceed ‘with 
plans to place larger planes in service on the 
route, which runs from New York through to 


-New Orleans and thence to Houston and 


Brownsville. This line will be the lane of air 
travel from the east through to South America, 
linking with Pan American routes at Browns- 
ville. The traffic load is expected to require 
the larger equipment within the very near fu- 
ture, 

If this is done, and Atlanta has not provided 
longer runways at Candler field, there will be 
no alternative but to skip the city, making it 
merely a feeder stop for smaller planes. The 
larger planes are fully capable of making the 
extended flight necessary. But, if the runways 
are obtained, Atlanta will remain the hub of 
all southern air travel and in a position to 
benefit greatly from the central facilities which 
will, of necessity, be maintained here. The 
cost of the runways will be repaid many times 
over. 

The increased schedules arising from this 
service and from the new routes soon to be 
opened up also make it imperative that private 
flying be transferred or seriously restricted in 
the interest of safety. The two types of opera- 
tion already have reached a point at which 
safety is involved. ! 

Atlanta cannot afford to neglect the develop- 
ment of Candler field and a subsidiary airport 
if it hopes to maintain a position of leadership 
in air travel. The delays have already become 
serious, and further neglect can only be dis- 
aStrous. Civic bodies and city and county of- 


‘ficials must view the problem realistically. 


Appropriate action should not be further put 
off.

CHINA DETERMINED TO WIN. 
(From The Detroit Free Press.) 

Japanese bombings have only strengthened the 
determination of the Chinese to carry their war 
with Japan to-a successful conclusion, Ambassador 
Nelson T. Johnson told an audience in Nev: York 
last week. 

Johnson joined the United States foreign serv- 
ice more than 30 years ago, as a student inter- 
preter at Peking, and he never since has been out 
of touch with the Chinese. Consequently his in- 
terpretation of the mood of China, after more 
than a year and a half of Japan’s general war on 
it, can be accepted as. sound and accurate. 

The Chinese are patient and long-suffering, and 
if they can’t drive the Japanese invader out of 
their country this year, they will try to do so next 
year or the year after. 

And given their tremendous reserve of man- 
power, which is roughly seven times that of 
Japan, their will to victory stands a very good 
chance of winning in the end. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

ABOUT BRANDEIS’ SUCCESSOR. WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.— 
The thing to remember in 


speculation on Justice Brandeis’ successor is that Frank Murphy is 
now attorney general. Canny old Homer Cummings, with his sym- 
pathetic attraction to the second-rate and his love of the patron- 
age system, has retired to profitable private practice of the law. 
The heir to his post is all that Cummings was not—a hater of 
patronage, a fighter for civil service, and a man with strong feel- 
ings about the quality of the judiciary. 

In a sense, the new vacancy on the high bench will be a trial of 

Frank Murphy’s powers. If the President follows his practice in 
the last three judicial appointments, Murphy will wield a tremen- 
dous influence. He will prepare the first long list of possibilities. 
He will gather data as to the candidates’ records. He will prune 
the first list with the President until it is reduced to manageable 
size. And he will cull over the remaining names until the Presi-+ 
dent makes up his mind. It can be seen why the support of Homer 
Cummings was important to both Justice Black and Justice Reed, 
and why his opposition to Justice Frankfurter was overcome only 
after he had withdrawn from the White House councils. 
_ In nominations like that of Francis Biddle to the federal circuit 
in Philadelphia, Murphy has already shown his willingness to do 
battle for learned, well-qualified men. It is to be hoped that, with- 
in the limitations imposed by inevitable politics, he will do battle 
again in the more important instance of the high bench vacancy. 
If he does, a man of the type of Dean Wiley B. Rutledge Jr., of the 
Iowa Law School, of whose scholarship and broad views excellent 
reports have come to Washington, will be the best bet. 


FOUR TESTS' The President will apply simple tests in his 
search for the next justice. His opinions must 
be New Dealish. It will be several points against him if he is a 
Jew. It will be a point in his favor if he is a Roman Catholic. And 
it will be 50 points in his favor if he comes from west of the Missis- 
Sippi. The reason for the first test is obvious; that for the second 
the fear of increasing anti-Semitism which led the President to 
refuse a promised judgeship to Jerome Frank; and that for the third 
the desire to give the Roman Catholics more representation on the 
court than Justice Butler. | 
As for the fourth, sectional, test, it will probably be decisive. 
In the early fall, when Cummings was in the ascendant, the Presi- 
dent actually called Felix Frankfurter to Hyde Park and told him 
he could not have the court place, that it must go to a westerner. 
No one was more astonished than Frankfurter when, later, the Presi- 
dent telephoned word of the appointment to him at Cambridge, 
catching him when he had guests at dinner and could not talk over 
the great news with his wife. The appointment was saved for Frank- 
furter by the intervention of Murphy, Senator George Norris and 
the New Deal crowd. This time, as they estimate practical politics, 
even the New Dealers are inclined to think that a westerner should 


have the place. 
OVERCOMING SCHWELLENBACH If the President were 
; fo hs a Be wholly free to consult 
his own inclinations, his choice would probably be Benjamin N. 
Cohen, and, in spite of the outcry that would be raised, it would 
be an excellent choice, Cohen being immensely learned, squarely in 
the Brandeis tradition, and an intimate friend and disciple of the 
old justice. 

As it is, however, with his liking for a smart trick, the Presi- 
dent will probably incline strongly toward Senator Lewis B. 
Schwellenbach, of Washington. He has the double virtue of being 
a 200 per cent New Dealer, infuriating to orthodox Democrats, and 
of being probably confirmable by the senate. Schwellenbach will 
have strong support from the CIO and extremist New Deal quar- 
ters which like 200 per centers. Overcoming Schwellenbach may 
be the biggest part of Murphy’s trial. 

If sectional considerations are disregarded, other candidates to 
remember are Solicitor General Robert H. Jackson, former Dean 
Charles Clark, of the Yale Law School; Dean G. Acheson and Chair- 
man William O. Douglas, of the SEC, all of whom would make 
excellent justices. If sectional considerations predominate, Judges 
Joseph C. Hutcheson Jr., Harold M. Stephens and Sam Bratton, all 
of the federal circuit court; Assistant Attorney General Thurman 
Ww. Arnold, and NLRB general counsel, Charles Fahey, are possi- 
bilities. Then the chance that the President may name a woman,

The farmers are weary of the agricultural policies and their 
failures. 

There is no use denying those three facts. They exist as stated, 
There is no excusing them except to say, in the problems of un- 
employment and agriculture, that experiments were attempted which 
did not work. The people constantly are reminded that millions are 
out of work because of the constant relief bills, debates, and ex- 
penditures. The farmers know that crop control, while it has been 
of assistance, at best is temporary and has solved nothing.

IN ONE SENSE, REMARKABLE 
remarkable. After all the 


attacks by the Republicans and after some successes, the poll indi- 
cates that 45 per cent of the people prefer Roosevelt to any busi- 
ness direction. A great many have not forgotten who made up the 
cabinet of Herbert Hoover, or at least who gave it direction. 

The poll will encourage the Republicans as it has discouraged 
them in the past. Really, the Democrats are left with one clear 
course. They can change public sentiment by bringing about a 
really definite economic improvement. If there should be a na- 
tional upswing in trade and .farm commodity prices, the adverse 
percentage would be wiped out. 

There can be no doubt the Democratic party can use a bit of 
co-ordination and co-operation. The party is in disorder in many 
states. There most assuredly will be disorganization at the con- 
vention of 1940 unless some co-ordination can be attained. 


The President must accept some of the blame. He has shown 
a complete unwillingness to compromise on any issue and a stubborn 
ginwillingness to forgive defeat. His unwillingness to forgive the 
defeats of last fall, all of which were within the party, is unrea- 
sonable. The New Deal inner circle still refuses to admit the fail- 
ures of relief and unemployment methods and of the agricultural 
program. 

The Gallup poll reflects that stubbornness. 

The percentage may be increased or wiped out, depending on 
Democratic methods in the next 18 months.

“An act to establish a Nat- 
ural Resources Board, providing 
for the appointment and terms 
of the members thereof, for the 
regulation and personnel of the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the use of the funds 
of said department, for the 
terms, duties, and compensation 
of the commissioner, the direc- 
tor of subdivisions, and em- 
ployes of said department, and 
for the conservation, protection, 
propagation and development of 
wild life; defining the duties, li- 
abilities, authority, powers, and 
privileges of said Natural Re- 
sources Board; abolishing the 
office of inspector of coastal 
fisheries; defining certain terms 
used herein; repealing conflict- 

ing laws, and for other pur- 
poses.” 

The bill calls for creation and 
establishment of a Natural Re- 
sources Board, to consist of seven 
members. Six of the members 
shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor from among bona fide citizens 
or officials of the state with the 
advice and consent of the senate, 
and the Governor shall be ex-of- 
ficio the seventh member. 

This would do away with the 


present one-man control and 
would take wild life, among other

This was in reply to a question 
whether colonization plans had 
been discussed at yesterday’s con- 
ference in Washington between 
the President and Dr. Oswaldo 
Aranha, Brazilian foreign minis- 
ter. 

Mr. Roosevelt said this had not 
been discussed with Aranha, but 
that he would say Brazil offered 
a grand ehance for a lot of Amer- 
icans., 

He said he talked with the min- 
ister an hour about economic and 
relations between the 
two countries and added they 
were going along very well. 

As a historic background for 
Americans going to Brazil, he re- 
ferred to the trek there by many 
Confederate officers and men fol- 
lowing the Civil War. 

These men, he said, had re- 
turned from the war and found 
their families broken up and their 
business gone.

Perils

Forcing declarer’s trumps has 
always been considered sound de- 
fensive tactics to pursue whenever 
possible. The object of the “force” 
play is to shorten declarer’s trump 
suit and so weaken it that he will 
be unable to draw trumps. 

Declarer is, as a rule, placed in 
an unfavorable position when he 
finds his trump_ control being 
threatened by these continued 
forces, but it is far worse for him 
to have to ruff a trick and then 
lose it when a defending partner 
over-ruffs., It usually kills a 
trump winner declarer had count- 
ted “in the barn.”* 

There is a decided advantage to 
defending side to be able to play 
after declarer, eSpecially when 
able to over-ruff. The same idea 
applies to defensive over-ruffs 
that can be made after dummy’s 
ruff. 


PREVENT OVER-RUFFING. 

It does not always prove the 
best defense to force declarer to

‘the lower abdominal muscles up 
and in to touch the small of the 
‘back to the floor. Hold for an in- 
stant, but do not hold your breath. 
'Expel the air from the lungs again 
‘and repeat the movement. Per- 
form this exercise six times, grad- 
ually increasing to 10 times. _ 
Finish the exercise by raising 
the hips off the floor until the 
body is in a straight line. Lower 
hips to floor and relax. Repeat 10 
times. 
Exercise 2. Position: Lie on the 
back on the floor and prop the 
‘feet on the arm of a chair. Have 
_ the arms down at the sides, knees 
straight. 
| Sercemint: Raise the hips off 
the floor until you are in a straight 


line from chest to toes and at the | 


same time fling the arms straight 
back on the floor overhead. Low- 
er hips to floor, hands to sides. 
Repeat six to 10 times. _ 

Exercise 3. Same beginning po- 
sition except that hands are clasp- 
ed back of the neck. 

Movement: Bend the right leg 
at the knee and place the right 
foot just above the left knee. Then 
raise the hips off the floor and 
push down with the right knee. 
Return hips to floor and alter- 
nate sides in the exercise, resting 
between times as it is strenuous.
